we are gathering together now; but 
on different days of the week. The 
first time wo mot here, the first 
meeting was on Wednesday; but 
now the first is on Thuisday. 
Thirty years ago when they met 
here, Hoyt whs governor at the 
time. He made a speech — an ad- 
dress iu the oonvontion here. 
Mayor Herman of the city nave an 
addiess. He stood up and spelled 
on his tinkers: "I welcome you." 
As for Mr. Hell, he ongbi to do the 
same thing. (Applause). You {Ad- 
drtssiny Mr. /irll) are behind the 
times* Yon must, learn the A, B, 
C of the alphabet. Let some one 
give you a caul. Hut perhaps you 
know more about the deaf than 
Mayor Herman knew. With meet 
ings of the society and the oppor- 
tunities that have been bad for 
Beading about them iu thopapoi, 
you know more about them than 
Mayor lleinian did at the time." 

" Thirty years ago in the conven- 
tion here there were HO deaf persons 
in the audience ; 49 weio members 
of the society ; now we have charter 
members that have never failed to 
pay up their dues and keep them- 
selves regular from the time they 
joined Ihe society : II. 11 B. Mc- 

Master, of PUlabarg ; B. P. W Ida- 
man, of Greanaburg ;R. M. Ziegler, 
of Carlisle; Mr. B. li. Allabough, 
Mr. Thomas I'.ieen, of Philadel- 
phia ; Mr. and Mrs. Moses lloymau, 
of New York ; Miss Julia A. Foley, 
limn Philadelphia ; Mrs. II. B, 
Stevens, that used lo be Miss Tessio 
Glean. 

Of the forty two members at the 
beginning (that is, thirty years 
When they met heie), twenty - 
five of I hem are still living ; seven- 
teen are dead ; and twelve aie still 
members. Thirty years ago, when 
they met hero, the people of the 
State knew very little about the 
deaf of Pennsylvania ; but every 
year they have been having con 
volitions in different cities and stir 
ling up BOM Interest! and enthusi- 
asm ; and wo have now ono of the 
strongest organizations in tho 
United Slates, if not the strongest. 

If is looked upon by other stales 
as a model organization. The 
name that they chose the Pennsyl- 
vania Association for Ihe Advance- 
ment of Ihe Deaf — has boon copied 
by other States. Now they have 
three objects : lo advance the inter- 
ests of Hie deaf of the Stale if any 
one is doing the cause an injury by 
misrepresentation, or by any 
criminal acts, it is the business of 
this association to stop that if possi- 
ble ; but the next purpose is Ihe 
Home — giving a great deal of at- 
tention to the Home and the work- 
ing for the aim of self-support for 
the Home. The gathering of an 
endowment fund, that will make 
the Home self -supporting I that is 
the supremo object. 

I invite Mr. Bell, who addressed 
us ; and also the Mayor, ami tbo 
Mayor's Secretary, to conic and visit 
Hie Home, ami see foi themselves 
what has been done at Doylestown. 
Nol only to visit it, but to bring 

{'our purse with you and financially 
telp. ( Applause)." 

The President gave Mr. Bell an 
alphabet card and told him that he 
wanted to give hint an opportunity 
lo eateh up.

The President spoke as follows ■ 

" I want to give some notices. 
l''or the Iudustiial Bureau, general 
questions for the National Or^anim 
Hon of the Deaf, Mr. Lyman M. 
Hunt scut me a pile of these 
blanks to distribute among the deaf 
here. 1 request you to answer the 

questions here. Some of them are 

very pertinent questions. They 
ask about your occupations and 
where you live, and what method 
yon were educated under, and 
questions of that character. Row 
much properly you have, how many 
cattle, etc., and so on. It is a 
plan. The desire is to get statistics 
-complete and satisfactory stalis 
tics in regard to the deaf. It is 
not for ihe purpose of publishing 
your names, nor making a public 
inattet of It, but just simply iu 
order to gather statistics. 1 have 
them on the desk ; and you are at 

liberty to get them after the meet- 
ing is over. The Prosidout of the 
National Association of the | 
Mr. Olof Hanson, has sent applica- 
tion blanks for joining the national 
organisation, to be distributed to 
this convention, if you aio a sup- 
porter of tho N. A. P., you are 
asked to join. I think than are 
enough of these to give one to 
everybody." 

Rev. B. R. Allabough then said : 
"As I am a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, I want i. 
a few words alsuit the association. 
President Hanson, in his last let- 
tor to me (that i received just a few 
days ago) asked me to make an ex 
planation to you about Ihe or- 
ganisation. Mr. Hanson wants 
your cooperation in the national 
plan and arrangement. It is for 
the interest of the American deaf — 
the deaf at large, over the country ; 
and Mr. Hanson wants you to un- 
derstand the national association is 
not planned or intended to Interfere 
with your rights. It will reepaet 
your lights, it will respect your 
opinions. But it wants jour help 
and encouragement at this time, 
which is a critical time. Pethaps 
yon have heard that in Nebraska 
jusl awhile back a law was p. 
requiring the oral method to be 
used in the schools foi the deaf. 
The National Association thinks 
that is not right : it is not opposi- 
tion to the method : the method is 
all right, we do not mean to stand 
for signs through thick and thin, 
but for principle. It is not right 
for the legislature to pass a law re- 
quiring thai any special method 
shall be taught in the schools. It 
is best to leave it lo Ihe judgment 
of the officers of the institutions 
The association is now engaged in 
ihe struggle for thai principle 

you feel disinterested, and don't 
Date lo have anything to do with it, 
that is all right, that is your privi 
iel \ national society 
-also must have funds in carry on 
Mirk ; it can not do Work with- 
out money."

Mr. R. K. Underwood, of Phila- 
delphia, read the following paper 
on " Fraternal Sooiolios of the 
Deaf" (written by W. L. Davis, 
Slate organizer N. V. S. D. for 
Pennsylvania):

In speaking of Fraternal Societies 
of the Deaf, it would seem out of 
place should I not preface my re- 
marks with a brief outline of the 
N. P. S. D., its history and work- 
ings. 

" Entirely different from the P. 

S. A D. whose benevolent WO! 
in maintaining a Home for the 
and Infirm Deaf a great under 
taking, indeed— the N. |\ S D 

Fraternal Society paying sick and 

death benefits and working on the 
Lodge order. 

"Organized in 1'.>0I and re-organi- 
7,oil in 190T with a membership of 

BOO, the N. P. S. D. has taken such 

strides that ii has handed together 
up to the present time, spproxi 
niately 1600 Intelligent, white, able- 
bodied deaf men, in a genuine Kra 
tornlty for mutual benefit and pro 
toot ion -no other Fraternal 01 
nation of the deaf exists at pn 

whose scope nnd aim is so wide. 

"It is a well known faot that the 
deaf man has experienced difficul- 
ties with Insurance Companies and 
Fraternal organisations of the hear* 
The most important factor 
deafness and loss of speech 

and the deaf man in a Lodge for 

the hearing generally finds himself 
in an eniban roeUlOU when 

it comes to understanding the 



eeremorios of tho order which are 
SOnd acted not in the mother tongue 
of the deaf, but in the oral vwrna- 
eular. 

" A few of you present have 
tried various lodges of its healing — 
some of you have passed the re- 
striction and have been admitted — 
outside of its death and sick bene- 
fits, what have you gained ? 

"Iu other cases you are turned 
down and your application rejected 
tot because you are physically un- 
fit, but for the prime reason that 
yon can not follow the ceremonies 
and ritual. 

" The old saying that " birds of 
a feat hoi flock together," and this 
would apply to the deaf, for is it 
nol anctnei fact that the deaf are 
bound to associate more with those 
of their own class than with the 
hearing. Their natural tongue or 
means of communication brings 
them closely to;cther 

" What the deaf are deprived of 
in hearing societies, the N. F. S. D. 
is in the field to meet hy putting 
them on the same plane as a class 
with their hearing brethren. It has 
established to the insurance world 
and to its various Slate insurance 
commissions that the deaf, as a 
Fraternal body, are able to take 
care of t.hemselv, 

"The rates of the N. F. S. P. 
being based on the experience of 

years and that adopted by the Ra- 
tional Fraternal Congress, which is 
the standard in most Fr a ter n al so- 
cieties of the hearing, places every 
able bodied white deaf man in a 
position to provide for loved ones, 
to Insure them against want, de- 
gradation and the poorhonse. It 
is an investment of money in a 
noble and unselfish cause. 

" From my own experience with 
clubs and societies of the hearing, 
no Fraternal order in existence is 
battel prepared to cater to the deaf 
on the Lodge plan than the N. F. 
S. D. 

Its ever increasing membership is 
(ho most positive proof of its suc- 
cess. It has paid thousands of dol- 
lars in sick and death benefits, ful- 
filling its guarantee to its members 
to the letter, and is so financially 
situated that from last report there 
was a balance on hand of 114,000. 

"The society being chartered by 
the State of Illinois, is subject to 
■ a spOO t ion by Ihe insuraiu'o depart 
Dent of that Stali« and its books 
and vouchers are open to its mem- 
bers or their legal representatives 
at all times. 

" Its officers are men of reliability 
and integrity, the grand financial 
secretary and the grand treasurer 
as well as all division treasurers, 
are bonded by surety companies, 
thus safeguarding all financial mat- 
ters. 

" We have the endorsement of 
nearly every State association of 
the deaf, and T take this opportunity 
of appealing to your society that it 
inslruet the committee on resolu- 
tions to endorse the National Fra- 
ternal Society of the Deaf, as a 
body deserving of the support of 
the deaf of Pennsylvania." 

Then followed the discussion of 
Mr. Davis' paper, in which Messrs. 
Ziegler, Pantr.n-, Allabough, Roidor 
all thought it was a good plan, and 
felt it was safe to join. 'There was 
risk in every thing. 

Ihe President announced that he 
had a lettei from Mr. Olof Hanson, 
President of the National Associa- 
tion of the Peaf.

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FIDDLING NERO! 

Dear Mr. Editor :— In a letter 
in the Journal for August 1 0th, I 
called Mr. ILinson's attention to 

the oiroumstanoe thai two mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
Were delinquent in payment of their 
annual dues June ottl, the date of 

the vote on an important motion 
before the Committee, and asked 
Mr. Hanson what he intended to do 
about it. 

His reply was to the effect that 
" there is nothing in the constitu- 
tion or by-laws to disqualify a voter 

under the circumstances. Con 
sequent ly the vote is perfectly 

legal." 

Concerning membership in the 
Association, the Constitution makes 
the following provision : 

" Any deaf citizen of the 

United States may become a 

member of this Association up 
on payment of the initiation 
fee (sec P.y-Law I , See I.) and 
may remain as such upon pay- 
ing the annual membership 
due. (By-LftW L, Sec. 1.) 

The sections of the Hy Laws re- 
ferred to are as follows 1 

" The initiation fee of this 
Association shall be #1.011 for 

each member." 

"The annual membership 
due shall be fifty cents for esch 

member, payable on or before 

June 1st." 

From a Statement by Treasurer 
Freeman in the last issue of the 
JOI KNAI., it appears that he called 
Mr. Hanson's attention officially to 
the delinquency of these two gentle- 
men, and according to his interpre- 
tation of the articles quoted above, 
they were no longer members of the 
Association, and that at all events 
they Were not qualified to vote. 

The only possible construction 
that can be placed upon this pro- 
vision of the Constitution, is that if 

a person who has paid 1 the Initia- 
tion fee fails to pay his annual 
membership fee When due, he there 
by forfeits all rights and privileges 

in the Association and is no I. 
a member. Mr. Hanson's course in 
this matter is what might QS e\ 
peeled. It is another instance of 

the perverse mal-ad ministration of 

the affairs of the Association of 
which he has been guilty during 
thi« past twelve months and that is 
becoming moie and more lla 
as time passes by. 

The question is how long the As- 
sociation will submit to such acorn 
hi nation of Incompetence, procras- 
tination, and wilful disregaid of 
its instructiona and its constitution.

Lord ! What Tools these 
Mortals be! 

Dear Mr. Editor : — My copy of 
the Journai, for August 31st, is just 
to hand ami part of the news it con- 
veys fills me with genuine regret. 

I refer to Mr. Hanson's statement 
that he has dismissed Mr. Regens- 
burg from the Executive Committee 
of the N. A. D. aud to the letter 
signed by Messrs. Gray, Carrel, 
Loucks and Regensburg, tendering 
their resignation as members of the 
Moving Picture Fund Committee. 

Under date of August r7th, Mr. 
Regensburg sent his resignation as 
Executive Committee member to 
Mr. Hanson. Mr. Hanson's state- 
ment is dated August 21st, four 
days later. There arises the ques- 
tion whether Mr. Hanson received 
Mr. Regensburg's resignation before 
it his statement. At all events 
ho must have received the resigna- 
tion within one day after he sent his 
statement to the Journal, and a 
telegram or even a letter might im- 
mediately been sent doing Mr. Re- 
gensburg the justice of acknowleging 
-ignatiou, cancelling the letter 
of^dismissal, and thus avoiding what 
must appear a " grand stand play." 
This view of the case is confirmed 
by the circumstance that in the ( Ob- 
server of August 31st, received to- 
day, Mr. Hanson commits the folly 
of appending to his official statement 
a private letter to Mr. Regensburg 
that if it were printed at all should 
be printed only by the recipient. 
The effect must be to cast doubt up- 
on the sincerity of Mr. Hanson's 
motives. 

This " grand stand play" of Mr. 
Hanson of publishing his personal 
letters to others, but not the letters 
to which they claim to be replies, 
has become a habit, and it is to be 
doubted if this course wins either 
respect or confidence for Mr. Han- 
son. It may also be questioned 
whether any one has a legal right to 
publish a private letter addressed to 
another, and with the evident inten- 
tion of humiliating the addressee, 
without obtaining the latter' s con- 
sent. 

As prime cause for ' ' dismissing' ' 
Mr. Regensburg, Mr. Hanson gives 
Mr. Regensburg's letters iu the 
Joi knal for June Sth and August 
3d- 

Perhaps Mr. Regensburg said 
things in these letters that accord- 
ing to official etiquette he should 
not have said, but he had precedent 
and provocation in plenty, for it was 
Mr. Hanson who first misused his 
official columns in making them 
vehicles for a personal attack upon 
Mr. Regensburg. As it is, I believe 
Mr. Regensburg was quite teui] 
in his retort, much more so than I 
would have been under the circum- 
tauces. 

I regret, therefore, that Mr. Han- 
son could not pass over Mr. Regens- 
burg's two letters and regard them 
as provoked by his own course. I 
trust you will agree with me, Mr. 
Editor, that goal sense on Mr. Han- 
son's part would have required one 
of two things, either to ignore Mr. 
isburg's letters altogether, or 
quick as the blind lightning to in- 
dict the punishment he was in a 
l>osition to administer. Unfortunate- 
ly he did neither. 

Instead, he had to wait until 
friends in print and private letters 
had to show him that he had been 
"insulted," and that Mr. Regens- 
burg had committed a crime. 
babfy he would be vacillating and de- 
bating with himself still, had not 
Mr. Regensburg's resignation spur- 
red him to an attempt to " save his 
face " 

As it is, I believe that it is Mr. 

isburg aud not Mr. Hanson 
who is to be congratulated.

a knowledge that will be a distinct 
loss to the Association, and it will 
take many months of study arid cor- 
respondence by any new committee 
that Mr. Hanson may appoint to 
equal. » 

It should be added also that Mr. 
Hanson is under great personal and 
political obligations to Mr. Regeus- 
burg. Mr. Regensburg might have 
been a powerful candidate for the 
presidency at Colorado Springs. A 
full year before the meeting, his 
friends mentioned him for the office. 
It was then that I wrote him and 
begged him for the good of the cause 
not to be a candidate, but to throw 
his strength to Mr. Hanson. Had 
he declined to accept my suggestion 
he would have been entirely within 
his rights, but like myself he ex- 
pected that Mr. Hanson would be 
able to bring about an era of good 
feeling and to unite the opposing 
factions iu the N. A. D. We were 
both deceived. 

And right here let me repeat that 
I am not attempting to " run" Mr. 
Hanson's administration for him, as 
he charges in the Oitervtr private 
letter referred to. Mr. Hanson 
seems to have had this idea from the 
first. He asked me if I had such an 
intention when his administration 
was barely oue month old, and my 
immediate reply was my resignation 
from his Executive Committee as 
well as a refusal to serve on any 
other committee. My first "attack" 
upon Mr. Hanson was provoked by 
his failure to submit to the Com- 
mittee a motion that had been pro- 
perly made and seconded. My sub- 
sequent opposition was called forth 
by his disregard of the iustrnctions 
given him by the Association in con- 
vention. 

The point at issne is whether Mr. 
Hanson is right iu withholding mo- 
tions that he does not like and in ig- 
noring the instructions given by the 
Convention. It strikes me, Mr. 
Editor, that no person with a grain 
of self-respect would care to remain 
on a committee whose chairman thus 
ignores the rights of his associates. 
Were I still a member of the com- 
mittee, I should send in my resigna- 
tion for this reason alone. I should 
not be surprised also were Mr. Re- 
gensburg to further resign from the 
Committee on Printing the Colorado 
Springs report, in view of the tone of 
Mr. Hanson's closing sentence in 
hit statement. It is not incumbent 
upon Mr. Regensburg " as Secretary 
to attend to the printing of the pro- 
ceedings." His duty ends when he 
has completed his minutes. Whe- 
ther he consents to attend to their 
publication depends entirely upon 
his good will and upon his willing- 
ness to serve as a member of the 
committee on publication. 

It is an unfortunate mess all 
through, and no one is to blame for 
it but Mr. Hanson. The exercise 
of a very little broad-minded tact 
would have avoided the whole 
trouble. His lack of discernment 
when It came to judging the temper 
of his co-laborers — he seems to re- 
gard them as subordinates — and his 
fear that to accept the advice of 
others was tantamount to conf.

— In your paper of August lllst, 
Mr. Veditz under the caption "The 
Endowment Fund Committee," 
makes reply to President Hanson 
of the National Association of the 
Deaf, which in our opinion deserves 
to be seconded, wherein he de- 
mands — viz., that Mr. Hanson carry 
out the instructions given him by 
our Association at the Colorado 
Springs Convention with regard to 
this Committee without further de- 
lay. To this demand we as a mem- 
ber of the National Association of 
the Deaf, a former member who 
served on the Committee on the 
Endowment Fund, also one of the 
personal contributors to this fund, 
do hereby unanimously second Mr. 
Veditz, that Mr. Hanson immediate- 
ly announce the names of those he 
has appointed te serve on thisCoui- 
mitteo. That the work for the 
building up this fund bo pushed 
ahead witliont further obstacle 
thrown around its path to bar its 
progress. 

If may not be out of place in this 
connection to add that shortly prior. 
to the close of Mr. Veditz's admin- 
istration as president of tho N. A. 
D., wo in a private letter to the 
following gentlemen who constitut- 
ed members of the Committee, Mr. 

Veditz, Dr. Fox and Mr. F. It. 
Cray, expressed it as our belief it 
would be wiser to retain all the 
members on this Comcittce an- 
other three years. Setting forth 
our reasons that we who had been 
brought in close touch with this 
work, which in our opinion is by 
far' more difficult to accomplish 
than any other of the work assign- 
ed to ady of the Standing Com 
mil lee, would be able to better 
strike out into another routine that 
might better accomplish the de- 
sired ends. Whereas, newly ap- 
pointed iiiemboiH not familiar with 
the woik would find it even more 
difficult to make any progress. Dr. 
Fex and Mr. Gray both voiced our 
views exactly. Mr. Veditz thought 
it best however to discharge the 
entire Committee, leaving the field 
free for Mr. Hanson to appoint who 

he pl ea s ed . 

What, have been the results? We 
hold that of those who constituted 
members of this important Com- 
mittee, Mr. Veditz (the original 
founder of the fund), Dr. Fox, Mr. 
Gray, Mr. Regensbuig and myself, 
1 he most enthusiastic workers 
for it.
